State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Warren,  Pa.,  Dec.  1,  1911. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Warren,  Pennsylvania,  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith 
their  thirtieth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November 
30th,  1911,  together  with  the  official  report  of  the  officers 
employed  therein,  containing  detailed  statements  showing  the 
population  of  the  Hospital  and  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year. 

The  Hospital  has  been  without  a Superintendent  since  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Hawke  at  the  close  of  his  first  year. 
The  work  of  the  Medical  Department,  however,  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  a very  able  manner  by  the  physicians  who  were  in 
the  employ  of  the  Hospital  at  the  time  of  the  retirement  of  the 
Superintendent, 

I)]'.  James  J.  Robb,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Male 
Department  of  the  Hospital,  with  his  Assistant,  Dr.  Thomas  J. 
Goodfellow,  have  been  diligent  and  active  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties,  and  have  shown  ability  to  manage  that 
Department  in  a very  acceptable  and  satisfactory  manner; 
while  Dr.  Edward  B.  Schellenberger,  assisted  by  Dr.  Leslie  R. 
Chamberlain,  has  shown  the  same  earnestness,  activity  and 
capability  in  the  successful  management  of  the  Female  Depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  desire  hereby 
to  compliment  the  physicians  upon  the  staff  for  having  shown 
a desire  to  maintain  the  reputation  of  the  Institution  in  re- 
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lation  to  careful  treatment  and  management  of  the  insane  in 
the  absence  of  a Superintendent  and  Physician  in  Chief. 

The  work  in  the  Pathological  Department  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  a thorough,  able  and  satisfactory  manner  by  Dr. 
Paul  G.  Weston,  who  has  been  with  the  Institution  for  the 
past  year,  and  who  has  shown  marked  ability  in  las  profes- 
sional work. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  desire  to  commend  Mr.  J.  W. 
Greenland  for  the  faithful  and  able  discharge  of  his  arduous 
duties  as  Steward  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Institution 
at  the  head  of  the  various  Departments  and  their  Assistants, 
for  the  careful  and  able  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged 
their  duties,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  the  nurses  and 
attendants  now  employed  at  the  Hospital  are  of  as  high  a 
class  as  any  who  have  ever  been  employed  at  the  Hospital, 
which  fact  is  a great  satisfaction  to  the  management. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  Dr.  H.  W. 
Mitchell,  of  Danvers,  Massachusetts,  has  been  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  Superintendent  and  Physician  in  Chief, 
and  will  take  charge  of  tin*  Institution  as  soon  as  lie  can  be 
relieved  from  the  Hospital  of  which  lie  is  now  the  Superin- 
tendent at  Danvers,  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Mitchell  has  a very 
high  reputation  in  the  New  England  States,  where  he  has  had 
fifteen  years'  experience  in  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and 
Maine  as  Superintendent  of  Institutions,  with  a record  for 
success  unexcelled,  and  we  hope,  through  his  efforts,  to  bring 
up  the  Hospital  to  the  highest  possible  standard  of  excellency. 

Three  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  viz.:  Employees’ 
Building,  Men’s  Convalescent  Building,  and  the  Barn  for 
horses  and  for  the  sheltering  of  farming  utensils. 

The  Home  for  the  Employees  provides  for  one  hundred 
persons  and  the  building  is  complete  in  every  way,  providing 
excellent  quarters  for  all,  which  affords  great  comfort  to  the 
employees. 
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The  Men’s  Convalescent  Building  is  now  occupied  and 
provides  for  thirty-four  convalescent  male  patients ; it  is  a 
tine  structure  and  is  fully  equipped  in  every  way,  with 
Kitchen,  Dining  Room,  etc.,  providing  a very  pleasant  home 
for  the  patients  who  are  transferred  from  the  Main  Building 
to  reside  until  they  are  able  to  return  to  their  homes. 

The  Farm  work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner  by  Mr.  Johnston,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  same  and  tine  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  Farm  last  purchased  for  the  Hospital,  consisting  of 
three  hundred  and  five  acres,  has  been  much  improved  and 
put  in  a high  state  of  cultivation  by  the  Farmer.  The  farm 
houses  have  been  put  in  excellent  condition,  and  altogether 
the  farm  makes  a very  good  appearance.  With  the  addition 
of  this  farm  to  the  lands  heretofore  owned  by  the  Hospital, 
the  management  is  now  able  to  take  care  of  the  fine  herd  of 
thoroughbred  and  grade  Holstein  cattle,  consisting  of  two 
hundred  and  two  head,  and,  perhaps,  no  finer  herd  of  cattle 
can  be  found  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  quantity  of 
milk  produced  from  the  cows  during  the  last  year  exceeded 
the  production  of  any  other  year  by  20,000  quarts. 

The  Board  has  been  preparing  plans  for  the  erection  of  a 
Sewage  Disposal  Plant  upon  the  grounds,  for  which  the  last 
Legislature  kindly  appropriated  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
$40,000)  Dollars,  and  as  soon  as  the  plans  and  specifications 
are  completed  a contract  will  be  let  for  the  erection  of  the 
same,  to  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

We  are  further  pleased  to  report  that  the  Inmates  of  the 
Hospital  are  in  the  usual  state  of  health,  and  that  no  epidemic 
has  visited  the  Institution  since  the  making  of  the  last  report. 
As  the  result  of  strenuous  efforts  to  bring  about  the  best  san- 
itary condition  possible,  we  have  been  able  to  prevent  cases 
of  Typhoid  Fever  almost  entirely. 

During  the  year  entertainments  for  the  patients  have 
been  furnished  in  every  possible  manner,  consisting  of  picnics 
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upon  the  island,  dances,  ball  playing,  and  moving  pictures, 
the  latter  of  which  has  been  found  niost  entertaining  and 
beneficial  to  the  patients. 

Reports  of  the  Physicians  and  other  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital will  furnish  you  with  full  information  as  to  the  details 
necessary  and  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  reports  sub- 
mitted.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
Warren,  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen : — 

In  compliance  with  the  By-Laws,  we  herewith  submit 
the  thirtieth  annual  report  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  30th,  1911. 

There  were  395  patients  admitted  during  the  year  (232 
males  and  163  females).  The  total  number  of  patients  receiv- 
ing treatment  was  1,785  (961  males  and  821  females).  The 
average  daily  population  was  1.417  (754  males  and  663  fe- 
males). During  the  year  311  patients  were  discharged  (172 
males  and  139  females),  of  which  number  36  males  and  22  fe- 
males were  restored;  47  males  and  54  females  were  improved; 
8 males  and  2 females  were  unimproved;  5 males  and  1 female 
were  not  insane  and  76  males  and  60  females  died.

During  the  year  10  patients  (7  males  and  3 females) 
were  transferred  from  County  Homes  to  this  Hospital,  and  4 
patients  (3  males  and  1 female)  were  transferred  to  County 
Homes  by  order  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy. 

The  general  health  of  the  institution  has  been  good. 
There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  any  kind. 
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We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  three  suicides 
occurred  during  the  past  twelve  months.  On  July  17th  one 
of  the  male  patients  hanged  himself  in  the  wash  room  of  Ward 
6.  He  had  been  much  depressed  for  some  time  previous  to 
this,  and  the  rope  used  showed  evidence  of  premeditation. 
On  July  14t'n  another  male  patient  while  out  walking,  entered 
the  pumping  station,  with  a number  of  other  patients,  to  get 
a drink,  and  while  the  attendant  was  busy  turning  the  spigot, 
the  patient  walked  to  the  railing,  and  apparently  threw  himself 
into  the  pit.  Before  being  brought  to  the  hospital  this  patient 
made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  commit  suicide  by  drinking 
carbolic  acid.  On  August  28th  one  of  the  female  patients 
committed  suicide  by  breaking  a tumbler,  from  which  she  had 
just  taken  a drink  of  water,  and  cut  her  throat  with  a piece  of 
the  glass.  A\re  have  one  other  unfortunate  accident  to  report. 
At  arising  time  on  the  morning  of  January  16th  two  of  the 
female  patients  got  into  an  altercation,  while  the  night  watch 
was  calling  the  other  patients,  and  one  of  the  women  was  so 
badly  injured  that  she  died  three  days  later.  In  all  cases  the 
Coroner  was  duly  notified,  and  after  due  investigation  exoner- 
ated the  hospital  authorities  from  all  blame. 

Official  visits  have  been  made  to  the  institution  during  the 
year  by  the  following  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Char- 
ities and  Committee  on  Lunacy:  Hon.  George  W.  Ryon,  Judge 
Isaac  Johnson,  Hon.  P.  C.  Boyle,  Hon.  S.  E.  Gill,  Dr.  C.  W. 
King,  and  Dr.  Frank  Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
on  Lunacy.  On  April  6th  the  Senate  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee visited  the  hospital,  and  on  April  13th  the  House  Ap- 
priations  Committee  made  an  inspection  of  the  Institution.

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Report  of  Pathologist 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
Warren,  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  following  report  is  submitted  from  the  Pathological 
Department  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1911. 

The  objects  of  the  work  in  this  department  may  be  brief- 
ly stated  as  follows: 

1.  To  aid  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease  by  the 
examination  of  secretions,  excretions,  tissues  and  body  fluids, 
and  by  the  preparation  of  bacterins,  tuberculins,  etc. 

2.  To  prevent  contagion  and  epidemics  by  such  early 
diagnosis  as  can  be  made  only  in  the  laboratory,  as  in  the  case 
of  diphtheria,  and  by  the  detection  of  typhoid  carriers. 

3.  To  determine  by  chemical  analysis  the  purity  of  food 
and  water. 

4.  To  investigate  such  problems  in  pathology  and  mental 
disease  as  may  come  up  from  time  to  time. 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  laboratory  was 
fully  equipped  and  work  was  begun.  The  equipment  repre- 
sents a comparatively  small  outlay,  but  its  value  to  the  in- 
stitution can  hardly  be  estimated.  The  detection  of  a single 
typhoid  carrier  in  the  ward,  resulting  in  the  prevention  of  a 
possible  epidemic,  is  alone  sufficient  to  justify  the  expendi- 
ture. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  laboratory  the  physicians 
of  Warren  County  were  invited  to  bring  such  specimens  as 
they  desired  to  have  examined.  They  have  taken  advantage 
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of  this  opportunity,  and  examinations  have  been  made,  rang- 
ing from  simple  urinalyses  to  complement  deviation  tests. 

During  the  summer  months  a number  of  young  hogs  died, 
apparently  from  cholera.  Investigation  showed  that  the  dis- 
ease was  acquired  only  in  the  new  hog  pen,  and  experiments 
proved  that  neither  hog  cholera  bacilli  nor  ultra  microscopic 
parasites  caused  the  disease.  It  was  diagnosed  as  a non-spe- 
cific enteritis,  and  was  probably  due  to  the  cold  and  wet 
cement  floor  of  the  piggery. 

By  examination  of  urine  a typhoid  carrier  was  detected. 
Two  doses  of  autogenous  bacteria  resulted  in  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  organisms,  and  the  patient  was  released  from 
quarantine.  There  have  been  but  few  cases  of  typhoid  during 
the  year.  In  each  case  the  patient  has  been  kept  in  quar- 
antine until  three  consecutive  examinations  of  the  feces  and 
urine  showed  the  absence  of  typhoid  bacilli.  These  routine 
examinations  are  always  made,  in  order  to  detect  the  presence 
of  a carrier. 

A number  of  germicides  were  tested  for  their  bacteriocidal 
power,  and  chemical  analyses  were  made  of  several  of  them. 
The  carbolic  acid  coefficient  was  determined  by  the  Kideal- 
Walker  method,  a culture  of  B.  typhosus  being  used.  The 
results  of  these  tests  are  of  general  interest : the  product  for 
which  the  most  moderate  claims  were  made  showed  a coeffic- 
ient of  18.1,  while  the  one  for  which  the  most  extravagant 
claims  were  made  had  a coefficient  of  only  0.8.  Chemical 
analyses  showed  one  of  these  products  to  be  composed  'of  one 
part  of  permanganate  of  potassium  to  ten  parts  of  inert  pow- 
der. The  price  was  several  times  that  of  pure  permanganate. 
Another  was  found  to  contain  1 per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid  and 
0.1  per  cent,  of  zinc  chloride. 

The  chemical  analyses  of  the  food  stuffs  cited  in  the  table 
showed  them  to  be  pure.

In  the  Wassermann  tests  the  original  technique  has  been 
followed.  After  much  experimentation  the  various  modifica- 
tions have  been  dropped. 

Work  on  the  physiology  of  crotolus  venom  and  on  chol- 
esterin  and  lecithin  determinations  has  been  carried  on  for 
some  time,  but  is  not  yet  ready  for  publication.  The  stand- 
ing of  the  institution  has  not  been  lowered  by  the  flooding 
of  medical  journals  with  pathological  reports  of  cases  which 
are  well  described  in  text  books.

The  laboratory  is  still  without  proper  facilities  for  keep- 
ing animals.  For  this  reason  it  lias  been  impossible  to  make 
the  Wassermann  reaction  a routine  procedure  on  the  admission 
of  each  patient. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  permission  for  autopsy  could 
be  obtained  in  only  fifteen  cases.  Much  may  be  learned  from 
post  mortem  examinations  concerning  the  causes  of  disease 
and  death,  and  the  knowledge  thus  gained  is  available  in  the 
treatment  of  other  cases.  In  view  of  this,  it  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  inmates  of  hospitals  in  general  if  all  institutions 
would  unite  in  an  effort  to  have  enacted  a law  requiring  that 
autopsies  be  performed  in  the  cases  of  all  patients  who  are 
charges  of  the  state,  except  such  cases  as  are  covered  by  the 
anatomical  act.  The  state  is  surely  entitled  to  some  return 
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for  the  money  expended  in  t he  care  of  these  patients.  It 
would  seem,  furthermore,  that  the  popular  prejudice  against 
post  mortem  examinations  is  gradually  being  overcome.  Two 
of  the  fifteen  autopsies  here  reported  were  performed  at  the 
request  of  relatives. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  interest  in  the 
department  and  your  liberality  in  the  support  of  the  labor- 
atory.

APPENDIX 


Admission  of  Patients 


1.  The  admission  of  patients  is  governed  by  law,  and  the  attention 
of  applicants  is  directed  to  the  following  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly approved  May  8,  1883,  to-wit: 

“No  persons  shall  be  received  as  a patient  for  treatment  or  for  de- 
tention into  any  bouse  or  place  where  more  than  one  person  is  detained 
for  compensation,  without  a certificate  signed  by  at  least  two  physicians, 
residents  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  been  actually  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  for  at  least  live  years,  both  of  whom  shall  certify  that  they 
have  examined  separately  the  person  alleged  'to  be  insane,  aiiTl  after  such 
an  examination  had  do  verily  believe  the  person  is  insane,  and  that  the 
disease  is  of  a character  which,  in  their  opinion,  requires  that  the  person 
should  be  placed  in  a Hospital  or  other  establishment  where  the  insane 
are  detained  for  care  and  treatment  and  that  they  are  not  related  by 
blood  or  marriage  to  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  nor  in  any  way  con- 
nected as  a medical  attendant  or  otherwise  with  the  Hospital  or  other 
establishment  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  such  person.” 

'1  he  cert  ificate  above  provided  for  shall  be  made  within  one  week  of  the 
examination  of  the  patient  and  within  two  weeks  of  the  time  of  admis- 
sion of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  before  a 
judge  or  magistrate  of  this  Commonwealth  and  the  county  where  such 
person  has  been  examined,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the 
signatures,  and  to  the  standing  and  good  repute  of  the  signers,  and  any 
person  falsely  certifying  as  aforesaid  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and  also  liable,  civilly,  to  the  party  aggrieved. 

No  person  alleged  to  be  insane  shall  be  received  into  any  house  for 
treatment  or  detention  unless  at  the  time  of  such  reception  the  person  or 
persons  at  whose  instance  the  person  is  received  shall  by  writing  signed, 
state  that  the  person  is  being  removed  and  is  to  be  detained  at  his  oi- 
lier request  under  belief  that  such  detention  is  necessary  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  insane  person. 

There  shall  also  be  delivered  to  the  person  or  persons  having  super- 
vision or  charge  of  the  house  a written  statement  of  the  following  facts 
relative  to  the  person  to  be  detained,  signed  by  the  person  or  persons  at 
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whose  instance  the  insane  person  is  being  removed  and  detained,  or  if  the 
facts  be  not  known  it  shall  be  so  stated: 

( 1 ) The  name. 

(2)  Age. 

(3)  Residence  for  the  past  year,  or  for  so  much  thereof  as  is  known. 

(4)  Occupation,  trade  or  employment. 

(5)  Parents,  if  living. 

(6)  Husband  or  wife. 

(7)  Children. 

(8)  Brothers  and  sisters,  and  the  residence  of  each  of  these  persons. 

(9)  If  not  more  than  one  of  these  classes  is  known,  the  names  and 
residence  of  such  of  the  next  degree  of  relatives  that  are  known. 

(10)  A statement  of  the  time  at  which  the  insanity  lias  been  sup- 
posed to  exist,  and  the  circumstances  that  induce  the  belief  that  insanity 
exists. 

(11)  Name  and  address  of  all  medical  attendants  of  the  patient  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  any 
Court,  Justice,  Judge,  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  a county,  or  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  of  a township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or  warrant,  or  a 
copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Super- 
intendent. 

3.  All  insane  persons,  residing  in  the  district,  who  apply  for  admis- 
sion with  proper  papers,  and  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  their  expenses 
shall  be  admitted  and  furnished  accommodations.  Payment  of  board  for 
thirteen  weeks  in  advance  shall  be  made  for  such  patient  when  brought 
to  the  Hospital. 

4.  Each  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean  and 
be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

5.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts, 
a new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong  woolen  cloth, 
three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a black  stock  or  cravat,  a good  hat  or  cap, 
a pair  of  new  shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a comfortable  outside  gar- 
ment. 

6.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quality  of  under- 
garments, shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a flannel  petticoat,  two  good 
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dresses,  also  a coat  or  otlier  outside  garment.  In  case  the  patient  is  so 
much  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that 
can  be  kept  on  that  is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient  quantities,  with  a 
change  thereof,  may  be  substituted. 

7.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent 
with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  and  when 
they  attend  religions  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be 
preserved.  In  all  cases  the  patients’  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will 
be  carefully  preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses above  mentioned.  Jewelry  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress, 
knives  land  like  property,  should  be  left  at  home. 

8.  A written  history  should  be  sent  with  patient  and,  if  possible, 
some  one  acquainted  with  the  patient  should  accompany  him  or  her  to 
the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

9.  The  price  of  boarding,  including  washing,  mending  and  attention 
for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  counties  and  town- 
ships, will  be  the  amount  required  by  law.  For  private  patients  here- 
after admitted,  the  price  of  board,  attendance  and  treatment  will  vary 
from  five  dollars  a week  upwards,  according  to  the  expense  incurred.  For 
patients  sent  by  the  public  authorities,  payment  will  be  required  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  private  patients,  one  quarterly  payment  for  board 
and  expense  must  be  made  in  advance  and  a bond  given  with  approved 
security  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  future  quarterly  installments  in 
like  manner  and  also  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged, 
which  bond  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  such  quarterly  payment  in  advance  and  the 
accompanying  bond  as  aforesaid,  the  patient  shall  not  be  received  into 
the  Hospital,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  see  that  the 
collection  of  said  bonds,  according  to  their  condition,  is  strictly  enforced. 

11.  In  case  of  death,  the  parties  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  the 
patient  will  be  notified  by  letter  or  telegraph,  and  if  no  response  is  re- 
ceived the  patient  will  he  eared  for  as  the  law  directs. 

ANATOMICAL  LAW  ENACTED  JUNE  13,  1883. 

Sec.  2.  All  public  officers,  agents  and  servants,  and  all  officers,  agents 
and  servants  of  any  and  every  county,  city,  township,  borough,  district 
and  other  municipality  and  of  any  and  every  almshouse,  prison,  morgue, 
hospital,  or  other  public  institution  having  charge  or  control  over  dead 
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human  bodies  required  to  be  buried  at  the  public  expense,  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  the  said  board  of  distribution,  or  such  person  or  persons 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  said  board,  or  its  duly  author- 
ized officer  or  agent,  whenever  any  such  body  or  bodies  coine  into  his  or 
their  possession,  charge  or  control,  and  shall,  without  fee  or  reward,  de- 
liver such  body  or  bodies,  and  permit  and  suffer  the  said  board  and  its 
agents,  and  the  physicians  and  surgeons  from  time  to  time  designated 
by  them,  who  may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  take  and 
remove  all  such  bodies  to  be  used  within  this  state  for  the  advancement 
of  medical  science;  but  no  such  notice  need  be  given,  nor  shall  any  such 
body  be  delivered  if  any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfying  the  author- 
ities in  charge  of  said  body  that  he  or  she  is  of  kindred  or  is  related 
by  marriage  to  the  deceased,  shall  claim  the  said  body  for  burial,  but  it 
shall  be  surrendered  for  interment,  nor  shall  the  notice  be  given  or  body 
be  delivered  if  such  deceased  person  was  a traveller  who  died  suddenly, 
in  which  case  the  said  body  shall  be  buried.” 

“Persons  voluntarily  placing  themselves”  in  the  Hospital,  “and  who 
may  be  suffering  from  nervous  diseases,  threatening  mental  disorder,  may” 
(under  the  Act  of  May  10,  1893),  “be  received  for  a period  of  one  month 
or  less,  by  an  agreement  which  shall  also  specify  the  time,  signed  by 
them  at  the  time  of  admission,  and  they  may  renew  said  agreement  at 
the  end  of  one  month,  but  no  agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize 
their  remaining  unless  signed  in  the  presence  of  some  adult  person  attend- 
ing as  a friend  of  the  person  applying  in  the  presence  of  and  also  by  the 
medical  attendant.”

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


A Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  established  in  connection  with 
the  Hospital,  and  a course  of  two  years'  instruction  in  general  nursing 
with  special  reference  to  the  care  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases  has  been 
arranged. 

All  applicants  must  possess  a fair  education,  be  of  unquestionable 
character,  in  sound  health,  and  preferably  between  the  ages  of  twenty- 
one  and  thirty-five. 

The  instruction  is  given  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  by 
lectures  and  recitations.  Practical  instruction  is  given  by  the  Graduate 
Nurses.  Examinations  are  held  from  time  to  time. 

The  wages  of  the  men  nurses  are  $22.00  per  month  and  are  raised 
according  to  length  of  seiwice  and  efficiency. 

The  women  nurses  receive  $18.00  per  month,  which  is  increased 
according  to  length  of  service  and  efficiency. 

In  addition  nurses  receive  board,  washing,  every  third  Sunday  and 
one-half  day’s  leave  of  absence  each  week,  if  convenient,  and  also  one 
week's  vacation  every  six  months. 

All  pupils  of  the  Training  School  serve  as  attendants  in  the  Ho. spite] 
wards,  where  they  receive  practical  instruction.
